For Federal income tax pur- 
poses, all taxes paid, other than 
i estate, gift, im- 
port, etc., may be deducted. For 
State income tax purposes, all 
taxes paid to a taxing authority 
may be deducted, with the ex- 
ception of income taxes (of any 
nature), inheritance, and gift taxes. 
For Federal income tax purpos- 
es, an exemption may be claimed 
for each spouse ang each depend- 
ent. In the State Income Tax Law, 
there is a joint exemption for 
married persons in the sum of 
$7,000.00 and a $5,000.00 exempt- 
ion for single individuals. A head 
of family is a single person, main- 
taining a home for a dependent 
and exemption is $7,000.00.

BEEF CATTLE 

Some guides for stepping up 
profits from a beef cattle opera- 
tion include: Increase the calf 
-rop percentage; improve the qua- 
hiy of yuu -eatties Ser up 9 
calving on a seasonal basis and 
eliminate summer calving. Cull 
your old and poor producing 
cows. 

Save your top heifers for re- 
placements and breed them to 
calve at 30 to 36 months of age. 

Give your cattle plenty of pas- 
ture and avoid overgrazing. Keep 
enough good quality, strong bulls. 

Vaccinate, dehorn, castrate and 
brand as recommended. Make 
sure you have enough equipment 
for handling cattle - corals, 
chutes, etc. 

Set up a good record system 
and keep it up. do a good job of 
narketing. This is most important. 


HOME GARDENING 
- Some April jobs in the home 
garden include keeping an eye 
open for early insects. Sevin is a 
good, general insecticide for home 
gardens. 

Some vegetables to plant now 
include carrots, beets, leaf lettuce, 
mustard, turnips, and collards if 
you have not been able to plant 
them earlier. Also plant tender 
crops like corn, all beans, squash, 
cucumbers, New Zeland spinach, 
okra, and field peas. Set eggplant, 
peppers and tomato plants. 

Plant asparagus seed for fall: 
crowns. Plant a few extra rows of 
peas, corn and beans for freezing. 


HAY 

Did you have enough hay for 
the past winter? Few did! Here is 
one way to help make more hay 
this year. 

You dan increase the produc 
tion of established Bahia grass 
simply by fertilizing. Top dress 
with 500 to 600 pounds of mixed 
fertilizer to the acre now and ap- 


paid by the United States on its

From jand after January 1, 1952, 
the Mississippi statute contains 
no reference to medical expense 
and insurance premiums. For Fed-

Dividends from national banks

A statement of the 
income and deductions claimed 
will suffice. This will prevent cor- 
respondence at a later date. It 
will reduce the cost of administra- 
tion.

Principles of protection from 
radio active fallout can be sum- 
med up in four words - distance, 
time, shielding and decontama- 
tion. 

Of these, shielding and decon- 
tamation are the ones you can do 
most about. Shielding includes 
fallout shelters. The heavier the 
material the better job it does of 
Protection. For instance, earth 
and concrete make much better 
Shielding materials than does 
paper. 

Decontamation means removing 
the source of the radiation. This 
will have to be done by washing 
the fallout off buildings, concrete 
feedlots, livestock and farm ma- 
chinery. fn doing this, protective 
clothing should be worn to pre- 
vent radio active fallout from 


coming into contact with the 
skin.

FOR GAME BIRDS 


Come April, most game animals 
have it made. But for our game 
birds the treat trial ig just begin- 
ning. Will nature and man permit 
them to nest and bring off their 
broods? 

Some doves are probably already 
nesting. One of their biggest pro- 
blems ig windy weather. Doves 
are poor nest-builders and high 
winds can blow their nests all to 
pieces, hurling eggs or young to 
the ’ ground. 

Here in Mississippi, the bulk of 
the quail population starts nesting 
the latter patt of May and the 
first: part- wf Juse - Dire Daik- -s 
the first hatch comes off the first 
week in July. There are some ear- 
lier broods.- some as early as the 
middle of June. Nesting quail have 
many perils to confront. All kinds 
of predators will feast on quail 
eggs - or young quail. One of the 
quail’s worst enemies is unfavor- 
able weather during the nesting 
season. A certain amount of mois- 
ture is necessary for the eggs to 
mature, and extremely hot, dry 
weather can play havoc with the 
quail hatch. 

Wild turkeys begin nesting this 
month. They face no mowing 
threat, but clutches and broods 
can be wiped out by carelessly or 
deliberately set fires and by over 
grazing of some nesting rangés. 

The ducks’ poignant problem 
with drought and drainage is too 
well known to detail here. The 
flyways are sending north a slight- 
ly improved breeding population. 
Here in the Mississippi Flyway, 
our most popular duck, the mal- 
lard, has a 37 per cent increase 
over last year’s winter inventory. 
May they fing the water that’s 
the production key to all ducks.
